The road passes through
the city, the right of way having
been purchased from the Dominguez
‘Corporatlon last June,
| According to word received from
the office of the chief engineer of
the Santa TFe, grading of the line
will be started within ten days af-
ter the franchise is formally ap-
proved by the Los Angeles City
council. At the time of acquiring
the right of way through Torrance,
the Santa Fe bought considerable

this land to serve nce and vx-.
cinity. The buildihg of a freight!
station is also planned.

The present need of Torrance is
adequate freight service for its in-
dustries and those to be brought
into the city in the future. The
industries already in operation -are
taxing the existing freight facilities
and it was feared for a time by the
chamber of commerce that the fu-
ture development of the city as a
factory center would be hampered
if the Santa Fe was not permitted
to extend its road from El Segundo
to the harbor. It is understood
that a number of industries delayed
their decision on Torrance as a fu-
ture home pending the action of the
city council.

Time of Arrival of Child

T IS a remarkable fact that

nothing certaln 18 known as

to the actual date of the

birth of Christ, Dec, 25 be-

ing only a tradition, adopted

by the church about the middle of the

Fourth century., Lupi, a learned Jesuft
of the Bighteenth century, says:

“There {8 not a single month in the
vear to which the Natlvity has
uot been assigned by some writer or
other.”

The earliest celebration of Chriqt-
mas on Dec. 25 appears to have been
held In Rome In the Fouth century,
being first mentioned In a Roman doc-
ument, the Philocalian calendar, dating
from the year 854, but contalning an
older record, referring to the yem
336. Christmas was brought to Eng-
land by St. Augustine, and kept In
598, but it would appear that it was
not established in Germany until 813,
and in Norwny about the middle of
the Tenth century, by King anon the
Good.

The Romans of the empire used to
cplebrate the birth of the Unconquered
Sun on Dec. 25, according to the
Jullan calendar, the winter solstlce
when the sun began to rise in new
vigor, after his autumnal decline
Therefore, the reason for the choice
of Dec. 25 for Christmas would seem
to have heen symbolical.
